Such an accid en t is alway s an excuse for the ”1 
told -y ou-so" choms to swin g in to its d ismal chan t, 
but in this case it is sign ifican t that, in stead of be­ 
in g surprised at the accid en t, the mass of the people 
feel that their collective jud gmen t has been vln d i 
cated . 
They have wan ted to believe in the Akron 
They have listen ed patien tly to argum en ts In ten d ed 
to quiet their d oubts They have tried to participate 
in en thusiasm for what was said to be a great 
achievemen t in the d evelopmen t of air d efen se 
Now they feel free to speak th ir min d s.

Sy n thetic Heroes. 
The British, possessin g far more prid e in their 
racial prid e than America’; heterogen eous popula­ 
tion is able to feel, have an in terestin g id ea. 
They 
bejieve, or some of them believe, that the best.way 
to in crease their prestige is to show the world what 
extraord in ary thin gs they can d o. 
This week four of them flew over Moun t Everest, 
world ’s loftiest peak. 
It was a great achievemen t, 
an d it was perforn ml purely for the sake of show 
in g the world that Britain still can prod uce heroes. 
Lord Cly d esd ale, chief pilot of the exped ition , ex­ 
plain ed it this way : 
"The flight will have a great psy chological effect 
in In d ia. It will d o much to d ispel the fallacy that 
this coun try is un d ergoin g a phase of d egen eration , 
but rather in still the truth that Britain is read y to 
pass through a process of regen eration . It will show 
in d ia that we ai-e still a virUe an d active race, an d 
c a j overcome d ifficulties with en ergy an d vigor, both 
for ourselves an d In d ia.’’ 
This is a kin d of spirit whfth can n ot be d ismissed 
with perfun ctory praise.

That, too, Is part

Doubtful Progress 
The Nation al Safety Coun cil, which performs a val­ 
uable service in collectin g an d in terpretin g traffic 
accid en t statistics for the n ation , has a cheerful re­ 
port to make for 1932. 
But behin d it lurks a shad 
owy suspicion that the d ecrease in motor fatalities 
for the y ear may have been d ue to restricted use of 
automobile tran sportation . 
It is a poin t that can ’t be proved , an d perhaps it 
isn ’t worth provin g. 
Un til it can be shown that 
American s have really accomplished tan gible pro­ 
gress in the d irection of automobile safety , there is 
llttio use to quibble over fraction al percen tages of 
improvemen t. 
When It is realized that registration ! 
an d gasolin e con sumption in 1932 were d own from 
5 to 6 per cen t un d er the preced in g y ear, an y fatal 
ity d ecrease of less than the same percen tages may 
be con sid ered n egligible. 
Active in terest in red ucin g the n umber of traffic 
fatalities as well as the huge property d amage from 
traffic accid en ts is restricted somewhat by the sug 
gestion that the Irred ucible min imum may have boeu 
reached . 
In other word s, the fight for in creased 
traffic safety may be effort that would he expen d ed 
more jud iciously In the n ame of hold in g ad van tages 
alread y gain ed . 
There alway s will be crimin al offen d ers, d run ken 
d rivers an d moron s on the road s. 
Even the prom­ 
ises of those who would raise the average level of 
the d rivin g public by strict licen sin g d o n ot claim a 
con d ition ef perfeètion . 
As to the claim that con ­ 
tin ued uae of the automobile even tually will train 
d river an d ped estrian s to a poin t where there will be 
DO accid en ts of avoid able n ature there can be n othin g 
but d oubt A gen eration of mid d le aged people has 
grown up with the automobile, but it Is n o more 
faultless than a preced in g gen eration which acquired 
kn owled ge of d rivin g d urin g its d eclin in g d ay s. 
The slight d ecrease In fatalities for 1932 must be 
set d own , therefore, as d oubtful progress. 
It would

W herever Americana met and talked Tuesday 
there were two types of comment on the traffic Acci­ 
dent which befell the U. S. S. Akron off the Atlantic 
coast. 
Sympathy was expressed tor the men who 
lost their lives when the tre a t airship struck the 
water. 
Its expression was followed by criticism, 
varying in bitterness, of the policy which has caused 
ao much public money to be apout on a type of war 
Implement in which there is no public confidence. 
Such an accident is always an excuse for the "I 
told-you-so” chorus to swing into its dismal chant, 
hut in this case it is significant that, instead of be­ 
ing surprised at the accident, the mass of the people 
fee! that their collective judgment has been vindi 
cated. 
They have wanted to believe in the Akron 
They hare listened patiently to arguments Intended 
to quiet their doubts 
They have tried to participate 
in enthusiasm for what was said to be a great 
achievement in the development of air defense 
Now they feel free to apeak th lr minds. 
It Is 
their money which bas been sacrificed to experi­ 
mentation. 
It Is their money which is invested In 
the sistership of the Akron, rearing completion In 
the airdock at Akron. They hope that the unlaunch 
od ship will have a better fate, hut they are In 
dined to wish It had never been constructed. 
Un­ 
fortunately, there are few examples of success in 
the record o f bm e llghtcr-than air ships. 
Great 
Britain, which also was goin - to claim air suprem­ 
acy wit' two of them, dismantled one, after the other 
bad fallen in flames over France. 
The strength of the reaction to the Akron tragedy 
will be a cruel trial of the confidence of those mea 
who have fought for inclusion of great airships in 
tho national program of defence. It is a blow to pri­ 
vate enterprise which hoped to prove such ships 
were practical for commerdal purposes. It is a keen 
disappointment to everyone who was willing to try 
to believe in them. 
When the government was more prosperous, it 
seemed the money could be spared for construction 
of the Akron and the uulaunched Macon. 
With a 
treasury depleted by depression, the people are won 
dering how go costly mn experiment can be just! 
fled. 
They hope disaster will not be repeated 
n 
the case of the Macon, but what little confidence 
they had in ships of Its* type has been ruined by 
ghastly and costly tragedy.

The British, possessing far more pride in their 
racial pride than America’; heterogeneous popula­ 
tion is able to feel, have an interesting idea. 
They 
believe, or some of them believe, that the beat.way 
to increase their prestige is to show the world what 
extraordinary things they caa do, 
This week four of them flew over Mount Everest, 
world's loftiest peak. 
It was a great achievement, 
and it was performed purely for the sake of show 
lug the world that Britain still can produce heroes. 
Lord Clydesdale, chief pilot of the expedition, ex­ 
plained it this way: 
“Th# flight will have a great psychological effect 
in India. It will do much to dispel the fallacy that 
this country is undergoing a phase of degeneration, 
but rather Instill the truth that Britain is ready to 
pass through a process of regeneration. It will show 
india that wa are still a virile and active race, and 
eau overcoma difficulties with energy and vigor, both 
for ourselves and India." 
This is a kind of spirit whlth cannot be dismissed 
with perfunctory praise. 
Rather, its manifestation 
is important enough to be considered a real factor 
in British prospects for holding together th# vast 
empire on which the sun never sets. Although there 
Some question on the value of hero-worship when 
the worshippers are informed frankly that the heroes 
are of synthetic origin, the record of achievement 
speaks for itself. 
Americans are just relaxing from another spasm 
of admiration for Six Malcolm Campbell, who d en 
onstrated once more at Daytona beach the fact that 
Britain has produced 
the fastest automobile and 
probably Us most capable driver. 
That, too, is part 
of the British program of national aggrandisement 
I program whose actual and potential Impression 
on populations which Great Britain seeks to impress 
will be unquestionably deep. One instinctively feels 
that a natiou which can produce heroes deliberately 
for the sake of enhancing its own prestige still has 
a considerable future.

Doubtful Progress 
Tbs National Safety Council, which performs a val­ 
uable service lo collecting and interpreting traffic 
accident statistics for the nation, has a cheerful re­ 
port to make for 1932. 
But behind it lurks a shad 
owy suspicion that the decrease in motor fatalities 
for the year may have been due to restricted use of 
automobile transportation. 
It la a point that can’t be proved, and perhaps it 
isn't worth proving. 
Until it can be shown that 
Americans have really accomplished tangible pro­ 
gress in the direction of automobile safety, there is 
little use to quibble over fractional percentages of 
improvement 
When it is realised that regiatrationi 
and gasoline consumption in 1932 were down from 
6 to 6 per cent under the preceding year, any fatal­ 
ity decrease of less than the tam e percentages may 
be considered negligible. 
Active interest lo reducing the number of traffic 
UUiities as well as the huge property damage from 
traffic accidents is restricted somewhat by the aug 
gestion that the Irreducible minimum may have been 
reached. 
In other words, the fight for increased 
traffic safety may be effort that would be expended 
more judiciously in the name of holding advantages 
already gained. 
There always will be criminal offenders, drunken 
drivers and morons ob the roads. 
Even the prom­ 
isee of those who would raise the average level of 
Use driving public hy strict licensing do not claim a 
condition of perfection. 
As to the claim that con­ 
tinued use of the automobile eventually will train 
driver and pedestrians to a point where there will be 
no accidents of avoidable nature there can be nothing 
but doubt A generation of middle aged people has 
grown up with the automobile, but it is no more 
faultless than a preceding generation which acquired 
knowledge of driving during its declining days. 
The Blight decrease in fatalities for 1932 must be 
set down, therefore, as doubtful progress. 
It would 
be pleasant to record more, but the facts do not sub­ 
stantiate any declaration of tangible Improvement.

These several boorish discourtesies, which it were 
charitable to dismiss as the vaporings of a peevish 
senility, were eagerly pounced upon by hovering re 
porters and forthwith dispatched to all parts of the 
world as -roof that Shaw is one of the transcendant 
minds of the period.

OCTOR8 advise aad constant­

Too many parsons take it for 
granted that their eyes are healthy. 
They rarely consult a physician and 
are only concerned about the eye* 
when there la actual pain, sticking 
together of the lids, poor vision or 
some other uncomfortable symp­ 
tom. 
Cataract is an ailment of the eye 
which is often mat in some local I 
ties. 
It is a condition seen in 
old age, but it may occur in the 
young as well.

never been discovered. It is prob­ 
able that It is due to the failure of 
the body to deal with soma of its 
chemical problems. Changes in toe 
crystalline lens of the eye result 
in cloudiness, and dim the vision 
Cataract may be confined to one 
eye or it may involve both eyes. 
Cataract in Children. 
Occasionally the affliction can be 
traced to some constitutional dis 
ease. For example, it is not uncool 
men In persons suffering from dis 
betes. 
Another form of cataract Is tree 
ed to a blow or injury to the are. 
This is called “traum atic cataract" 
The cloudiness of the lens la due 
to a rupture of the capsule of the 


lens and the admission of fluids of 
the eye to the lens. Any Injury to 
the eye Is serious and m ust never 
be neglected. Cataract in children 
Is a rare sod unusual ecurreut . 
They are born with I t Early oper­ 
ation is important 
because delay 
leads to impairment of the vision 
which can be restored only by suc­ 
cessful treatm ent. 
Many neglect going to a physi­ 
cian because they fear “the knife." 
The operation for cataract Is so 
simple, so brief 
and so 
painless 
that it need cause no alarm.

should 
have a thorough physical examina­ 
tion by the physician. All centers 
of infection, teeth, 
tonsils 
and 
sinuses, should be given appropr! 
ate treatm ent.
